June 5.—The responsibility 
for the condition of child labor existing 
in southern mills is charged by an Bnf* J 
bsh woman, who lias been investigating 
the subject, to capitalists and mill own- I 
era in New York and other northern J 
cities. 
The woman is Miss Irene A. 
Ashby and she recently visited Alabama 
and other southern states on a tour of 
investigation. 
In speaking of her ex­ 
periences 
before the 
Social 
Reform 
club, she said: 
“I found that in many mills in Ala­ 
bama and Georgia one-half of the oper­ 
atives were children; in some cases the 
percentage ran as 
low 
as six 
or 
seven 
Their ages ranged from 6 to 12, 
and of oourse beyond. 
“The 
mill owners and proprietors 
said in extenuation that they had taken 
these people from their little farms, 
where they were living in conditions of 
the utmost poverty and brought them 
together in communities and made of 
them an industrial people. 
But the 
children I saw living on the little farms 
had bright cheeks and round limbs, 
while those I saw in the mills were 
haggard and wan. 
“ Having scan these conditions as they 
caist today, throughout the sooth, I 
went to the capital of Alalmma and 
with others tried to get bills through 
the legislature prohibiting the employ­ 
ment of child labor—baby labor—in these 
mills. 
We learned that all had been 
cut and dried before us. 
We had the 
bill introduced. 
In answer they put up 
the manager of a mill entirely controlled 
by northern labor, a mill that had been 
moved to the south from the heart of 
New England. 
“The representative they had before 
the legislature was a northern man. In 
rebuttal he spoke of the lace curtains in 
the windows of his operatives, of their 
neat houses, but never a word of child 
labor. 
The bill was defeated. 
We 
learned later that the excuse put up was 
that the new south is depending upon 
the capital of the north to bring the in­ 
dustrial development and boom that has 
been so long impending. 
In defeating 
the bill, they cried, ‘do nothing that is 
going to hurt the industrial develop­ 
ment of the south.’ 
The north has said 
to the south: 
‘We will bring our cap­ 
ital, but you must allow us to take ad­ 
vantage of the labor movement as we 
find it. We must have your child labor. ’ 
So dividends are built up out of the sac­ 
rificed lives of babies. 
There are men 
living here who are known in the north 
as philanthropists who earn their in­ 
comes through the employment of babies 
in their southern investments.”

Washington, June 5.—-The weather 
bureau's weekly summary of the crop 
conditions is as follows: 
Practically an entire absence of rain 
over a large part of the Missouri and 
upper Missouri valleys has intensified 
the dronth conditions 
prevailing 
in 
these districts while the greater portion 
of the region extending from the east 
gulf coast to the lower lake region and 
New England suffered further from ex­ 
cessive rains. 
On the whole the week has been very 
unfavorable to corn, which owing to 
low temperatures has made very slow 
growth throughout the principal corn 
states, damage by cut worms being ex­ 
tensively reported. 
In the southern 
states improvement in the condition of 
the crop is generally reported. 
In the states of the lower Missouri 
river valley winter wheat has suffered 
further from drouth aud damage from 
fly is more extensively reported i hrough- 
oat the winter belt. 
Harvesting has begun as far north as 
Arkansas and will begin in Kansas 
about June 15. 
Cotton has made very slow growth 
generally throughout the cotton belt 
and is suffering for cultivation in the 
eastern and other portions of the central 
districts. 
Warmth and in the eastern 
districts, 
dry weather, is 
generally 
needed for cotton. 
Transplanting of tobacco has made 
rapid progress in Maryland, Virginia 
and Tennessee under favorable condi­ 
tions. 
In Kentucky about one-half of the 
crop has been transplanted, but the 
plants are small and are not strong. In 
the Carolinas tobacco is suffering from 
heavy rain. 
The plant beds in Ohio 
have been unfavorably affected.
